Not long ago we heard a teacher remark that a 
state officer might leave his work and go into a political 
campaign and no one had anything to say about it. A 
Federal judge might leave his bench and indulge in politi­ 
cal controversies. But a teacher must stay clear of any 
political alliances. 
How this deplorable opinion ever became prevalent, 
we are unable to say. There is no doubt about its being 
abroad and it is an insult to every teacher in the land. 
The board of regents of the State University showed 
themselves nothing but puppets when they attempted to 
reprimand Dr. DeBarr, that great and good old man who 
has stood like a colossus for better education for a 
quarter of a century. We do not know how active Dr. 
DeBarr was in his support of one of the three Demo­ 
cratic candidates, but as long as he did his work in the 
University well, he should have been let alone, regardless 
of his political activity. 
Any man who tries to tie the hands of men and 
women, who are building characters with our boys and 
girls, any man who attempts to prevent them from tak­ 
ing a man’s part or a woman’s part in the government of 
their community and state is untrue to the state, untrue 
to the boys and girls and lacks that which is best in:

The city of Ada does things and does them in a big 
way. It has never for more than a few weeks gone any­ 
way but forward. Last spring, as a result of the failure ] 
of the cotton Crop and the generally depressed business 
conditions, many houses were left vacant The large sum­ 
mer term at the teachers college filled them, and now 
they are filled with permanent residents. 
At this time several residences are under construc­ 
tion. More houses will be needed for the fast growing 
population.

The secret of all this has been, first, the natural ad­ 
vantages that Ada possesses.* Few places in the South­ 
west have pure spring water, natural gas, oil, asphalt, 
a dozen kinds of shale, good agricultural lands, glass! 
sand and a score or more other natural reources. Then! 
again the citizenship, generally speaking, has worked I 
hand in hand. The citizens may scrap among themselves, j 
but when the welfare and future of the city as a whole; 
is at stake the people rally together and put over In a big j 
way whatever they go after. 
We look for even greater things in the future than; 
in the past A co-ordinated and determined people, such | 
as that at Ada, can move mountains if they but work 
with a single purpose.

SEASONABLE OCCUPATIONS 
Henry Ford in one of his recent articles speaks of j 
farming as a seasonable occupation. 
In his opinion 
eventually factories will be built in small towns or even 
in the rural districts where farmers can put in their 
'spare tame in them. There is food for thought along this 
line, but Henry should remember that it takes about 
thirteen or fourteen months to make a cotton crop and 
well nigh all the year to keep the place in good running 
condition. 
At the same time, modern inventions may change 
the methods in the next few years. In fact, changes are 
now under way. As farms are improved and their occu­ 
pants get more familiar with power farming, it may be 
possible for a farmer to do his necessary work in from 
two to three days a week in off-seasons and thus be en­ 
abled to put in approximately a half year in some indus­ 
trial plant 
The idea is worth remembering and possibly worth 
putting into practice. A cotton mill, for instance, built in 
toe environs of Ada, could use members of the fanners’ 
families a part of the year or all the year. 
While at first sight the idea seems entirely vision- 
* ary, far be it from us to say it will not eventually be the 
basis of -our industrial life.

Progress of Highway Improvement 
In Pontotoc County Since Statehood 


When statehood was ushered in 
there were few roads in Pontotoc 
county worthy 
of 
being 
called 
anything more than trails. As for 
bridges the only ones here were a 
few that had been built by private 
subscription, there being no other 
way of securing them. 
Pontotoc county began its career 
without a dollar in the treasurer. 
It was faced with many pressing 
problems, that of roads and bridges 
among others. However, the com­ 
missioners soon laid out a system 
of highways that has been gradu­ 
ally improved until they are about 
al* good ag graded dirst roads can 
well be made. Many sand beds and 
rough places have been improved 
and by dragging the principal roads 
after every rain they are kept in 
fairly good shape. First and last 
considerable work has been done by 
private 
subscription, 
the

furnishing part of the money and 
the citizens in the rurhl districts 
donating work. On

The past decade has been one of 
marked advancement in the agri­ 
cultural development of Pontotoc 
county. It would be a hard matter 
to find a county with greater variety 
of soils than Pontotoc. Consequently 
almost any crop can be grown to 
advantage and progressive farmers 
are taking advantage of the oppor­ 
tunities offered. Instead of confin­ 
ing themselves to corn, cotton and 
oats they are now paying attention 
to alfalfa, clover, peanuts, potatoes, 
etc. and rapidly improving the live- 
saock they are raising. The ravages 
of the boll weevil have forced other 
crops on the consideration of the 
farmers and they are working out 
better methods all the time and 
producing a greater variety of crops 
than one would have thought pos­ 
sible a few years ago. 
To start with, the farmers have 
greatly improved their work stock 
in recent years. Not so very long 
ago most of the teams were broom 
tailed ponies, but now one sees 
many teams of big mules and horses 
Seven years ago there were not more 
than five herds of registered hogs 
in the county. Now one finds them 
an every hand. Cattle have likewise 
improved and .poultry raising has 
made great strides. 
Farmers are now giving attention 
to terracing their lands thereby 
saving the soil and maintaining the 
fertility of tho Reids. Tractors are 


The first step in this direction 
was taken three or four years ago 
by the potato growers of Union Val­ 
ley. This organization is prepared to 
take care of its product until the 
market is right and then several 
cars at a time. Generally two or 
three starts must be made before an 
organization of this kind succeeds, 
but the Union Valley men succeeded 
from the start. 
The Farmers Union Exchange be­ 
gan operation less than a year ago 
and has shipped 48 cars of hogs, to 
say nothing of other lines. 
The melon growers organized last 
spring and prepared to operate on 
a large scale. In spite of unfavor­ 
able conditions they shipped 14 cars 
of melons. Good returns were reali­ 
zed on first shipped* while towards 
the last, when melons had become 
plentiful and the strike was inter­ 
fering with traffic, they did not 
do so well. However, a start was 
made and with the experience gain­ 
ed this year the organization will 
probably get on solid footing in 
another season. 
The Cotton Growers Association 
has a good membership in the cou­ 
nty. Of course the crop of last year 
was too small to give a full demon­ 
stration of the value of this form 
of marketing, but the several mem* 
hers I have talked with were well 
pleased with it and expect to work 
for a larger membership. 
G. W. Golightly, who is one of 
the largest hog and alfalfa raisers 
in the county, is of the opinion that 
the farmers should next organize 
a live stock marketing association. 
With the expedience of the Farmers 
Exchange in cooperative marketing 
he is certain that if such aa organi­ 
zation can be formed and placed in 
the hands of a competent man, it 
will he a paying proposition for 
all concerned. The uncertainty of a 
markekt tendsx to discourage the 
producer lh putting forth his best 
efforts, hut knowing that he will at 
all times receive 
the top of the mar­ 
ket for his stuff, 
he will have plenty

Of course Ada is the 
biggest 
frog in the Pontotoc county pound, 
hut by no means the only one. Next 
to Ada according to the 1920 cen­ 
sus is Allen. This town was estab­ 
lished long before a railroad was 
thought of in that section and when 
the K. O. dc G. finally arrived a 
substantial town at once sprung up. 
There was a good farming country 
around Allen to start with and then 
in 1913 everybody was made glad 
by the discovery of a shallow oil 
pool. It has produced steadily ever 
Unco then and two refineries have 
been built to handle the output. 
Allen is also a division point on 
the railroad. 
About a year ago citizens of the 
place' decided to put an end to the 
deep sand and dust They accord­ 
ingly applied many barrels of crude 
OIL Traffic soon put the surface 
of the streets in a condition re­ 
sembling asphalt paving. A section 
of the Cotton Belt highway lead­ 
ing towards Ada was also given a 
soaking of the oil. 
Roff is just about as large as 
Allen, according to the census. Roff 
is located in one of the best farm­ 
ing and ranching sections of the 
county and one finds some excellent 
farms in! evejry 
direction. 
Aside 
from the farming industry a large 
glass sand pit is operated by E. C. 
Larsh and some of the best sand 
to be founds anywhere is shipped 
out. Recently Roff voted a fran­ 
chise to a company to supply the 
town with gas. An oil mill is also 
located here to handle the cotton 
seed of. that vicinity. Some oil has 
been found near Roff. 
Roff citizens have always been 
strong for good schools and in the 
early days voted bonds to build a 
cmmodious house. When this was 
outgrown another one was erected 
on the campus and room thus pro­ 
vided for the increasing scholastic 
population.

It was 
the successor of old Midland and 
built when the aSnta Fe railroad 
was extended through that section 
sixteen years ago. It has a $20,000 
school building and a consolidated 
school with a faculty of nine. 
Steed man, Fitzhugh, Lula, Oak­ 
man, Lawrence and Frisco are other 
railroad* points. Steedman is the 
center of a small oil field. Fitzhugh 
is in the midst of a excellent farm­ 
ing region. Lawrence is the loca­ 
tion of the quarries where 
the 
Oklahoma Portland Cement com­ 
pany gets its shale and limestone. 
Center is^the largest inland town 
of the county. Bebee is within a 
short distance of the last thrae oil 
wells to be brought in and other 
wells are drilling in that vicinity.

well is an old place nor far 
from the Canadian river, and in 
the midst of a good cotton country. 
A great man yhogs and cattle are 
raised in- this vicinity.

The Pontotoc county Fair began 
IU carrer with a line«of exhibits 
at East Central College seven or 
eight years ago. A race track was 
fixed up, a grandstand built and the 
fair movement was o n jn full force. 
Admission to the exhibits was free 
hut a fee was charged for a seat 
in the grandstand. What was lacking 
to pay the exigences of the fair af­ 
ter the grandstand receipts and 
those received! from concessions was 
made up by the business men of 
Ada. The exhibits were not very ex­ 
tensive but a good start was made 
aud since then the fair has been an 
annual event 
The next move was to provide 
permanent quarters for the fair. The 
presennt grounds north of the city 
were bought by the fair association, 
and the buildings and race track put 
in shape. However, it was impos­ 
sible to make ends meet and the 
fair was finally put under the pro­ 
visions of the state law whereby the 
county pays the premiums offered. 
The next move was the establish­ 
ment of the township fairs. This 
proved popular and now six are 
held in the county before the county 
fair begins. It is from these that a 
large part of the exhibits for the 
county fair come and then those for 
the state fairs are in turn selected 
to a considerable extent from the 
ounty exhibits. 
An important feature of the move­ 
ment is the work Qf the boys and 
girls clubs. These clubs under the 
direction of J. B. Hill and Mrs. Elva 
Duvall, demonstratoin agents, have 
grown in numbers, and interest to 
a point where they are taking a 
great deal of interest in the fair 
movement and are giving special at­ 
tention to the preparation of their 
exhibits. In fact, they could give 
a very good fair of their own. 
In recent years there has been a 
noticeable improvement in the qual­ 
ity of the livestock raised in Pon­ 
totoc county and this is strikingly 
shown in the exhibits. Pure bred 
stuff is coming into its own and the 
fairs give one an excellent opportun­ 
ity to observe the development of 
this movement. 
The county made an excellent 
showing at the state fairs last year 
and this year will be in better po­ 
sition than ever before to win high 
honors. The boys and girls tok 
mre than $600 ifc premiums and se­ 
veral of the grownups did well. 
When the state fars closed J.-B. Hill 
put the farm exhibits and some 
specimens of canning on diF/lay at 
his office together with a whole hat­ 
ful of ribbons. For an entire year 
this display has been an object of in­ 
terest to out of town visitors. It 
has been a matter of surprise to 
them that this county is capable of 
producing such * varitey of products 
and of such excellent quality.

The first field we walked over 
had a deep ditch down the middle 
of It tbefore it was terraced. This 
ditch had divided the field into two 
small ones. Not only was the ditch 
waste land, but it had increased the 
work of farming the field. On top of 
these disadvantages, the field was 
steadily washing away. 
This field was terraced by starting 
each terrace in the ditch. Thus the 
water was led in both directions to 
the sides of the field. This relieved 
the pressure of water on the ditch. 
No sooner would it get started down 
the old channel than it would run 
against one of 
these terraces and 


be led, gently off the field. 
This ditch is 
now filled. The 
place it occupies is some of the* best 
soil on the field. Last year Crane 
had barley on this field and went 
right across where the ^itch bad 
been with his binder. 
^'I want my terraces made plenty 
broad," Crane commented, "so that 
I can cross (hem with* a binder. A 
narrow high terrace is har4 to cross 
with any kind of implement. It is 
hard to get a stand of row crops on 
such a terrace. Any kind 0f planter 
will ride out of the ground when 
going up and going down the sides 
of a stoep terrace. With a broad 


years it would Just about be worth­ 
less, It wouldn’t be worth farming. 
Look at some of the hillsides 6t 
this country even now. Already some 
of them are laying out and still 
washing with every rain. 
I figure that w ^l built terraces 
are worth $10 an acre to any land. 
That is what I value mine at, and 
I know I have placed them cheap 
enough. Tou see. a man has to get 
only l l an acre out of his terraces 
to make them worth HO an acre on 
a IO percent investment.

Because of his work la chemistry, 
yartirulr.rly in the discovery of 
vitamins, Prof. Frederick Gowland 
Hopkins, of Cambridge University.

’Chandler Medal by the trustees of t 
Columbia University, New Yprk. 
This much coveted honor Is award* 
od annually for the greatest contri­ 
bution to science, the world oyer. 
Dr. Hopkins was experimentfay 
with various foods upon aapiaw 
when he discovered the prescribe jf 
a substance essential to a healthful 
diet, the actual nature af which re­ 
mains unknown, but which has 
since become popularly known as 
Vitamin. 
“When I began experimenting 
with synthetic diets,” said Du. Hop­ 
kins, *1 added small quantities of 
meat extracts and extracts from 
yeast to give flavor to the tasteless 
food. I was thinking then of the 
animal’s appetite, as was natural 
and as most people do when they 
start such experiments. The ex­ 
tracts powerfully affected nutri­ 
tion.** 
The doctor said he then wanted 0 
good deal of time trying to got the 
same effect by using the healthful 
substances known to exist in yeast 
and in an effort to determine just 
-what it was in yeast that produced 
such beneficial results, but found to 
be successful he must use the whole 
yeast.

ow ner and local business man, and 
the success th at be is achieving on 
the fifty-fifty basis with his land 
tenants is bringing other landowners 
of this locality to his way of think­ 
ing, and several others are gradu­ 
ally changing their farm rental ays. 
tem. W illiam H. England, also an 
extensive 
landowner, 
has adopted 
the fifty-fifty method entirely, and 
Jam es S. Hutchins, F. A. Heberling 
and other landowners are changing 
gradually. 
“ It all depends upon the type and 
character of your tenant,” is B rett's 
conclusion as regards the success of 
this system, and the other men who 
are trying it out, agree with him 
absolutely. “If the landowner gets 
the right kind of a tenant, with 
whom he can form a partnership, 
he will make more money by giving 
the tenant fifty percent of every­ 
thing than on any other plan,” B rett 
■says. 
B rett started his fifty-fifty sys- 
tepi, several years ago, by estab­ 
lishing a likely looking tenant out 
one of his farm s. The tenant was 
w ithout funds, had never made any 
particular am ount of money and was 
looking for some way to g et started 
again.
